They Were Once Important Im­ 
plements of Warfare.

Modern Inventions have robbed war­ 
fare of much of Its romance nnd the 
•-Idler of mueh of bis old time pictur­ 
es, pienesg. 
Although tbo powderliorn 
as nu Implement of wnr disappeared 
long before the m agazine gun of today 
«¡is dreenied of. It w asn ’t so very long 
«go, as a matter o f fact, that men 
wet e (ittrying powderhorns. 
Some of 
Mi e soldiers in the Mexican war. for 
•.“atuple, used them. 
T he 
powderhorns 
carried 
by the 
fighters in the early d ays of tills coun­ 
try were often of comparatively sim­ 
ple workmanship, but they were eher- 
tehod and handed d o w n from father 
to son and from 
friend to friend. 
Strange to say. though cherished In 
Mils manner, collectors have had a 
very hard time In locating any great 
num ber of the powderhorns used in 
Ibis country, and this in spite of the 
large numbers used in the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries. 
In the French and Indian war the 
English and Americans carried 10,000 
powderhorns, it has been estimated, 
to say nothing of the number carried 
by those on the French side. In the 
He; .¡lotion there were, according to 
th e best estimates, ab o u t 10.000 pow­ 
derhorns In 
use 
in 
the 
American 
arm y without counting those on the ^ 
British side. The E uropean troops had 
long discarded them, of course, but 
th eir colonial allies 
naturally were 
•quipped with them. 
A few years ago Isaac J. Greenwood 
pco.'cnted to the New York Historical 
so-iety a collection of w ater color pic­ 
tures of powderhorns he had found 
si ill in existence. 
Although the search w as prosecuted 
with great diligence, the num ber of pow- 
derhorns actually located and sketched 
w as not much more th a n 400, showing 
flow quickly the horns have been dis­ 
appearing. 
D’owderhorns are supposed to have 
ffimo into use almost simultaneously 
w ith the invention of gunpowder. A 
w a y had to be found to carry the pow­ 
d e r and keep it dry. an d men quickly 
found that there w asn't anything bet­ 
ter or cheaper in mediaeval times for 
th is purpose than the horns of an ani­ 
mal. 
T hey were in general use in the six­ 
teenth century and w ere brought to 
tiiis country by the first settlers. The 
eld est horn whose picture appears in 
th e collection was found near Schenec­ 
tady, N. Y.. and bears th e date of 1G83. 
It was generally the horns of their 
ow n cattle that the farm er lighters of 
A m erica used. The loss of a born In 
now ise impaired the usefulness of the 
anim al, 
and bulls frequently were 
called upon to make the sacrifice. Such 
horns 
were 
easily 
obtained 
and 
w ouldn’t rust and could l>e carried in 
th e rain and through strea m s without 
th e powder in them getting wet. 
They’ were always w orn under the 
left arm by a strap th at went over the 
rig h t shoulder, the curve in the horn 
conform ing to the shape of the body 
a n d serving to keep it out of the way 
of the wearer. There w as a stopple In 
th e small end, and w ithout being un­ 
idung the powder could be poured into 
th e right hand and thence into the gun. 
Boiled, scraped and cleaned and col­ 
ored with an orange or yellow dye, 
which was the way m ost of the pow­ 
derhorns 
were prepared, 
they lent 
themselves more readily to ornamenta­ 
tion by the owner than did any other 1 
p a rt of his equipment, and it is this 
fact which has made them particularly 
interesting as historical relics. Admir­ 
ing friends in the days when powder- 
horns were in generul use instead of 
presenting a hero w ith an engraved 
sw ord gave him a finely decorated 
powderhorn. 
Sometimes the horns were made to 
order and the engraving done by pro­ 
fessionals. Many of these horns were 
b-aiitlfully colored, the most i>opular 
shade being a sort of orange tint. 
Perhaps the most rem arkable exam­ 
ples of the engraving a re to he seen 
on I lie geographical horns whose pic­ 
tu res appear in the Greenwood eollec- 
don. 
These geographical horns took 
the place of pocket maps for the early 
pioneers. They were tin* work of pro­ 
fessional engravers in places like New 
fo rk and Boston. 
Som e of the horns in the collection 
contain practically com plete maps of 
the old trails and w aterw ays. 
One of 
the best of these bears the date of 
IT *7 and shows New York with Its 
harbor tilled with ships and New York 
sta te as far as Lake Cham plain and 
Ontario. 
The Hudson valley, with its 
act Momenta, appears on most of the 
geographical horns discovered. 
One 
tioru shows the country between Eliz­ 
abethtow n and Pittsburg, each little 
settlem ent being carefully noted. 
T h e horns thus tilled a double pur­ 
pose. supplying the trav e ler with a 
m ap and carrying his pow der for him. 
One of the best specimens in the col­ 
lection shows Havana, a s well as the 
trail from Albany to Oswego. 
It to 
ftcllevod to have been ow ned by a sol­ 
dier In the English arm y which cap­ 
tured the Cuban city an d who later 
served in the colonies. - tVi shlngton 
Post.

lime renders the corn d o u g h adhesive, 
like w heat flour dough, and. it is easily 
patted between the hands into, cakes 
the size and shape of an o rdinary grid- 
dleeahe and is linked upon ai tliin 
stone griddle.

leaven is uddeil, fresh tortiJJSia are ex­ 
ceedingly palatable.

T h e y a w boiled 
to a m ush and with a liberal quantity 
of lard are warmed as required Sn a 
flat earthen dish that answ ers for a 
frying pan.

The site of a vanished 
mountain 
range in India was curiously revealed 
by the pendulum some years ago, late 
observations having confirmed the dis­ 
covery. 
The pendulum, 
as is 
well 
known, is deflected from the vertical by 
mountains, and in 1902 Col Burrard, 
traveling southward, 
found 
that 
the 
northward deviation gradually diminish­ 
ed, then was followed by a deviation 
southward, 
that increased, 
reached 
a maximum, 
diminished, and was al 
last succeeded by a new deflection to 
the north. 
These observations, on the 
vast plain of northern India, could be 
explained only by assuming the pre­ 
sence of dense rocks 
where had once 
been a mountain range parallel to the 
Himalayas and 250 to 350 miles farther 
south. 
Since 1904 the pendulum has 
been taken along two 
lines 
perpen­ 
dicular to the axis of the Himalayas— 
extending from Chatra to Sandakphu 
and Amritsar 
to 
Multan—and 
these 
observations show that the deflection 
250 miles south of the Himalayas may 
be due to a buried range, although some 
effect must be attributed to the deep 
dcprcsssion between this place and the 
Himalayas. 
Balloon soundings have been gradual­ 
ly separating the air into two atmos­ 
pheres. 
The lower, up to eight or ten 
miles, grows colder with height, 
is 
the region of clouds and weather dis­ 
turbances, contains two-thirds or three- 
fourths of the oxygen and nitrogen, still 
more of the carbonic acid gas, 
and 
practically all of the water vapor. 
The 
upper layer, dry ' and 
cairn, 
floating 
on tlie lower nuich like oil on water, 
lias a temperature that is fairly uniform 
or rises with increase in height from 
the earth. 
Electric smelting has made such pro 
gress in Sweden that a ton of pig iron 
produced by electric energy from natural 
water-power is estimated to cost about 
three-fitfhs as much as the charcoal for 
a ton in the ordinary Swedish furnace. 
The life of the electric oven is longer 
than that of the blast 
furnace, and the 
iron produced is of excellent quality. 
The new suction-gas tugboat that has 
been tried this season promises relief 
from the smoke nuisance 
along the 
Rhine. 
Between Mayence and Cologne 
the dense clouds from continually (pas­ 
sing tugboats have been a source of 
great annoyance, and have been ruining 
fine residences and valuable vineyards 
along the banks of the river. 
The 
"K nipscheer II,’’the first of the new 
type of boats, lias successfully stemmed 
the strong current with cargoes of 350 
tons in tow, proving very economical as 
well as smokeless. 
The lignite 
or 
brown coal used is mined in the Rhine 
provinces and supplied at very low cost, 
and is fed into the producers by 
a 
simple automatic arrangement, 
with a 
great saving in labor. 
The cost of fuel 
for the gas engines is found to be from 
50 to 70 per cent less than that for the 
steam tugs now used. 
To determine the possible contami­ 
nation of foods by aluminum kitchen 
utensils, a German chemist has boiled 
aluminum of foil in ‘ fresh and sour 
milk, wines, mineral waters and ten per 
cent solutions of salts in common use. 
The boiling continued half an hour, and 
the foil showed no appreciable loss of 
weight from the action of sweet milk, 
red and white wine, sodium chloride, 
sodium nitra e, potassium iodide, potas­ 
sium sulphate and calcium nitrate. 
The 
sour milk produced some loss of metal. 
The mineral waters, however, attacked 
the aluminum energetically, 
and 
the 
sodium bicarbonatec calcium sulphate 
and magnesium sulphate solutions also 
had strong action. 
A little more than a century ago, 25,­ 
090,000 acres in the Landes, 
France, 
were shifting sand „dunes and disease- 
breedjng marshes. 
The planting 
of 
pines has changed this to one of the 
most productive and healthful in France. 
Great forests have taken 
the place of 
the sand dunes and marshes, and the 
wood, charcoal, turpentine, 
rosin and 
other industries have brought prosperity 
to what was the most desolate region in 
the country. 
Forests now cover IK per 
cent of 
France, or 23,509,000 acres. 
The state forests—8,000,000 acres—cost 
annaully 95 cents an acre, 
and £yield a 
yearly income of $5,099,000. 
The hogs of Sweden it is now esti­ 
mated, would yield 10,000 million tons 
of air-driel peat. 
Compared witli pre­ 
sent coal imports, 
tilis would supply 
the country with fuel for 1500 years. 
A n iw electric Hre-pump for the town 
of Waidhofen on Ips, huilt by the mana­ 
ger of the municipal electric station, 
i s 1 
designed to throw more then 100 galloi s 
of water through two lines of hose to a 
distance of 125 feet. 
The pump] motor1 


and accessories are mounted on a four 
wheel horse-drawn cart, 
and room is 
provided for seating four men 
in front 
and giving standing space to three in 
the rear. 
A ten horse-power 150-volt 
three-phase motor drives the pump. The 
motor on reaching a fire, is connected to 
the electric mains by plug contacts or by 
hook couplings, and, as several hundred 
yards of cable can he carried, the pump 
can he opernted in almost any place 
desired. 
In a recent test a stream was 
being thrown to a height of 00 yards in 
a minute and a half after arrival. 
The 
advantages claimed include 
increased 
rapidity in getting into working order; 
reduced first cost, weight and space re­ 
quirem ent; increased 
simplicity 
and 
safety in operation; and reduction in 
wear, tear and cost of operation. 
For a 
fire-extinguisher for factories, theatres, 
farms, etc., the same type of engine 
will be mounted on 
a 
two-wheeled 
harrow, to he used by one man. 
In testing the effect of coid on hard­ 
ness F,. Robin has tried bars of metals 
two inches long and one inch square, 
upon which a falling ball gave a blow of 
three tons. 
Three freezing mixtures 
were used -ice and calcium 
chloride 
producing a tcnipcraure of 4 deg F. 
below zero; carbon dioxide snow and 
95 per cent alcohol, 
112 
deg; 
and 
liquid oxygen and a very large pro­ 
portion of nitrogen, 
300 deg below. 
Ordinary steel was greatly hardened in 
liquid air, the increase beginning sud­ 
denly at 112 deg. below zero. 
Chrome 
steel showed great variation, but silicon 
spring steel, tungsten steel, 
and vana­ 
dium steel, 
molybdenum 
steel 
and 
rapid-cutting steel were 
but 
slightly 
hardened by the greatest cold. 
Quench­ 
ed steels showed considerable change, 
Cast antimony was made much harder, 
but aluminum, 
copper, 
lead tin and 
nickel were ilttle affected.

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Editorial Column, 


T H E BALU N GK R-PIN CH OT CONTROVERSY. 
A great deal is being said and written concerning the 
divergence of opinion and policy between secretary Ballinger 
of the interior department, and Pinchot one of the chiefs of 
the department. Pinchot lias made a record as an advocate of 
the extreme views of the Roosevelt administration ill regard 
to the government control of the great natural resources and 
other questions. Ballinger is in favor of a more conservative 
policy; believes that public corporations have been hounded 
to the detriment of the public welfare. Of course lie is not 
in favor of allowing the big monopolies to control the govern­ 
ment, and favors the prosecution of those whose operations 
fall under the ban of the law. The diverse views of the two 
chieftains find expression iu regard to the water power sites 
not already taken up. The water power trust looms up in 
the minds of the Pinchot supporters as a great bugaboo of 
of the future, threatening to become a second Standard Oil 
concern. 
It is very popular to howl against big financial interests 
just now. 
It is perhaps unfortunate that such is the case. 
To discourage the investment of capital in turning the water 
power now running to waste to practical advantage does not 
appeal to us as a wise move. 
It requires a vast outlay of capital to utilize] the water 
power sites. Private individuals would uot dream of ventur­ 
ing the outlay involved in such schemes. 
We have 
examples of this iu our own county. The big power plant 
at Klectra would have remained unbuilt had it uot been for 
the aggregation of capital in the Standard Electric company 
to undertake the task of making it subservient to the require­ 
ments of industry. 
It is a mistaken notion to say that these sources of wealth 
should be reserved for the benefit of all the people, and that 
inasmuch as the government is by and for all the people, 
therefore(the government should own them, renting them 
out to aggregations of capital at a stiff price. The fact is, 
all the people are benefited by their utilization as at present— 
if not directly, they certainly are indirectly, in the stimulus 
thereby imparted to the many branches of industry dependent 
upon cheap power. The country would have been fifty years 
behind its present stage had the policy advocated by these 
reformers been adopted at the outset by the United States. 
Capital has been attracted here because of the limitless oppor- 
tunties of profitable investment in the development of the 
latent sources of wealth. 
The countries that adhere to the 
government ownership of railroads and other public utilities 
are necessarily slow of advancement compared with the 
tremendous strides of the United States. 


LOCAL ENTERPRISE NEEDED. 
The fortune of a community, the same as an individual, is 
largely of its own making. If the people of a city or county 
are alert to take advantage of every opening for enterprise, it 
will surely forge ahead. It is a matter of surprise that 
sections which do not possess anything like the natural 
resources compared with other sections are far ahead in the 
race of progress. 
The country most favored by nature 
is often laggard iu the development of its resources. 
It is 
the character of the citizens that makes this difference. 
In 
Amador county we have a region richly endowed by nature, 
independent of its glorious climate, and yet iu the main 
these resources are neglected, so far as the residents of the 
county are concerned. There is scarcely a source of wealth 
that is takeu hold of and developed by our owu citizens. 
Even our gold mines are principally worked by foreign or 
outside capital, and this in face of the fact that insiders have 
better opportunities of judging as to the probability of 
success in a mining venture than the stranger. 
True, the 
opening up of a mine on the mother lode involves a large 
expenditure—beyond the means of Amador residents. 
But 
outside of gold mining, there are many sources of wealth 
that fall within the scope of native capital to develop them. 
As an instance, we might name the pottery and firebrick clay 
deposits of lone Valley, the lime deposits, the marble 
quarries. These do not require a great amount of capital, 
and yet little has been doue to start these enterprises, where 
success is a certainty with anything like good management. 
Natural deserts are made to blossom like the rose, while 
natural garden spots like Amador county are neglected. 
Harmonious action by Amador people would work a magical 
change iu a few years. 
There has been too much of the 
“let-well-enough-alone" spirit shown for Amador’s good.

STEALING IN STORES. 


fh« Ingenuity That Is Shown by 
the Woman Thief. 


TRICKS OF THE SHOPLIFTER. 


The Satch el W ith a Falaa Bottom and 
the S lit In the Dress Near th e Belt. 


Some Sch e m e s Successful B ecau se of 
T h e ir V e r y Sim p licity. 
As numerous as thoy nre Ingenious 
•re tlu> tricks of the modern shoplift­ 
ers. declare store detectives. It keeps 
.the detectives busy to "pot on” to the 
devices of the men and women who 
jive hy their wits In stealing from 
stores. For tricks that are canny few 
classes of criminals. It. Is said, ap­ 
proach I hem. 
U'be method of stealing hy using the 
Hfltchel with n false bottom is one of 
itlie cleverest of the tricks. 
Well disguised, the shoplifter enters 
n store. Her eyes run over the coun­ 
ters. She perceives the object she 
wants—usually somethin;? small and 
valuable, sometimes a purse a custom ­ 
er lias left lying 011 the counter. 
Over the object the shoplifter places 
her satchel. Pretending to delve Into 
the satchel to extract a purse or hand­ 
kerchief. the thief lifts a false bottom 
In the bng. reaches under It. draws In­ 
side the desired article, adjusts the 
false bottom, closes the satchel and 
walks «way. 
"Hut this is only one of many clever 
ruses employed." declared a detective 
the other day. “The women especially 
are ingenious. Their dress, of course, 
helps them. 
"One of the methods of stealing Is 
for the shoplifter to have a slit in her 
dress near the belt. As she stands near 
!lie counter she can deftly seize the 
article desired, be It a piece of lace 
or costly fabric or a bit of jewelry, 
and slip it into the skirt. The folds of 
the skirt are voluminous and conceal 
the thing stolen. 
"Some tricks are successful because 
if i heir simplicity. 
A fashionably 
dressed woman may walk into the 
-Inthing department, look over coat 
suits, pick up one, fold it neatly up, 
place it under her coat and walk 
away. 
"If she Is detected she will indig­ 
nantly declare that she bought the suit 
some time before and that she has 
brought it back to be altered. 
"Or a woman, her hands glittering 
with rings and dressed 
the latest 
style, may walk Into the store som e 
winter day. 
She wears only a rich 
eoat of dark fabric. 
"In the coat department she will ask 
to see some fur lined coats. Oh. she is 
very particular and tries oil one after 
a nut her. Other customers come up, and 
Hie saleslady gets busy with them 
while madam Is trying to suit herself. 
"While the saleslady Is turned she 
puts on one of the richest sable trim­ 
med coats, turns on her heel and 
walks away. 
Perhaps the salesgirl 
may not notice the loss until there is 
an account of stock. 
"{Such month from fifty to sixty ar­ 
rests are made in the average large 
department store. The detectives m ust 
he extremely careful, for a false charge 
would precipitate a suit for damages, 
which would mean many thousands. 
"Certain departments hold especial 
lures for shoplifters. The jewelry de­ 
partment is invariably guarded. W hen 
the furs come in we have sleuths w ho 
keep their eyes open for the woman 
who likes to take a fur to the window 
to examine it, then running for the 
door; the woman with the false skirt 
and the woman who puts a fur on and 
audaciously walks away." 
Although the sales departments and 
the detective departments work to­ 
gether, there exists between them a 
spirit of justifiable rivalry. If a de­ 
tective perceives some one getting 
away with goods It casts discredit on 
the person behind the counter from 
which the goods were stoleu. There­ 
fore the sales folk keep an alert watch 
for shoplifters. 
One might imagine that goods are 
dumped pellmell on the counters of 
the big stores. As a matter of fact, the 
efficient saleslady will have everything 
so arranged that she will notice the 
disappearance of an article almost Im­ 
mediately. 
If a saleswoman suspects a person 
she Immediately notifies the head de­ 
tective. If it is a woman, a woman 
detective is usually put on the job. It 
is salil store managers usually find 
women more efficient than men. 
Few arrests are ever made in the 
stores, as an arrest gives only unde­ 
sirable publicity. The detective usual­ 
ly follows suspected persons from the 
store and arrests him or her outside. 
It Is said that arrests for shoplifting 
In New York exceed ¡S.Odli a year. In 
that elty a full description of all shop­ 
lifters caught are sent to the detail 
Dry (¡nods association, which in turn 
distributes the information to the va­ 
rious members. 
■Only by concerted action anil with 
highly organized staffs of detectives 
can the stores cope with the Ingenious 
shoplifters. 
The detective system of the big 
stores, however, is now so perfect 
that It Is dangerous to attempt shop, 
lifting, liven the cleverest shoplifter 
faces a long Jail term In the pursuit ef 
her nefarious work. 
More than that, if a shoplifter fer 
any reason should escape paying the 
penalty of crim e In one city sla* may 
inn be se fortunate in another.

Amador County 


Descriptive Article 


A m ador county comprises nn area of 
c>4S square miles. 
It lies on the wes­ 
tern slope of Sierra Nevada mountains, 
and em nraces within its te rrito ry all 
the diversity of valley, foothill, and 
high mountainous lands. 
C lim ate.—The climate of th e pOpu- 
ous portions of tho county is as genial 
and healthful as can be found anywhere 
In California. 
As climate Is one of the 
most valuahlo assets of th is favored 
stato In attracting population. Amador 
stan d s second to no county in this re­ 
g ard . 
I t should, and no d o u b t will in 
time, when its climatic advantages are 
m ore thoroughly understood and ap­ 
preciated, become a health resort not 
only for those in loss favored states, 
b u t for the residents of o th e r parts of 
California. Tho tom perature alone the 
c e n tral portion rarely falls below 110 
degrees ahove zero in w inter, and as 
rarely rises to 100 degrees in the sum­ 
mer. 
Snow seldom falls in tho sottled 
districts, and never rem ains on tho 
ground for more than a few hours. 
Of 
course, in the high m ountain regions 
of eastern Amador the snowfall is very 
heav y —which is characteristic of the 
en tire S ierra Nevada range. T he sum­ 
m er season is alway accompanied with 
cool nights; permitting of sound, re­ 
freshing slumber. 
Fogs a re rare, cy­ 
clones are unknown, thunderstorm s are 
infrequent. 
G old Mining.—The co u n ty , although 
rich in other sources of wealth, com­ 
paratively untouched, Í9 noted prin 
cipally for 
her quartz m ines. 
The 
deepest gold mines in A m erica are lo­ 
cated here. 
The Kennedy mine is now 
ta k in g gold in liberal q u an tities from 
q u a rtz extracted from a d e p th of over 
3000 feet below the surface, w ith every 
indication that tho pay-ore extends to 
a m uch greater depth. 
Since the dis­ 
covery of gold, the county has contrib 
utod fully 8100,000000 to th e world’s 
supply of the precious m etal. 
The 
m ines are still yielding a t th o rate of 
about two million 
dollars annually. 
N early all of this wealth is produced by 
e ig h t or ten mines operating on what 
is called the “ mother lode,” stretching 
clear across the county in a north-east­ 
erly 
direction a distance 
of twenty 
miles. 
The mines ag g reg ate between 
400 and '>00 stamps, and furnish em ­ 
ploym ent for over 1000 m in ers. 
This 
industry is still in its infancy. 
The 
unexplored territory, even along the 
main gold belt, is far in excess of tho 
g round th a t has actually been worked 
or prospected. 
The county offers to­ 
day one of the most inviting fields to 
bo found anywhere in the world for tho 
investm ent of capital in th e fascinating 
business of gold mining, not alone along 
th e m o th er lode, but also in th e almost 
untouched mineralized c o u n try of tho 
east belt, some tenor twelve miles from 
th e m ain lode. 
Besides gold, we have copper, de 
posits of pottery, coal, ¡m arbe, slate, 
limestone, granite, and soapstone or 
ta lc —all undeveloped. 
A gricultural Capabilities. —T he agri­ 
cultural possibilities equal, if not excel, 
the m ineral riches. 
T he valley lands 
will produce anything t h a t can bo 
grow n in the most favored sections. 
In th e foothill lands all k in d s of decid­ 
uous fruits thrive: also all kinds of 
vegetable are raised w here irrigation 
is practicable along the num erous water 
courses.
